Collision in Pier Harbor. 

The collision occurred at 10:35 
o’clogk, a half mile east by south of 
the municipal pier, inside the two 
breakwaters, which form what is 
known as the open harbor.

E. F. Schau of 1221 North Springfield 
avenue, who was sitting at the point 
where the launch was struck, said 
there were not enough life preservers 
to go around and that many of those 
on hand could not be utilized because 
they were fastened too strongly.

swim.” 

One Man Jumps. 
Monohan, who with a few other men 
had remained calm, was seeking to 
quiet the women and declined to jump.

am in a position to give the first true 
and unbiased account of that event. 
Two facts distinguished this butch: 
ery clearly from preceding incidents. I 
saw soldiers of France killed after sur- 
render by their supposed alliesthe 
soldiers and sailors of Italy—and I 
heard Italian officers give the order to 
load and charge, and I saw them take 
active part in the attack. 
No Provocation by French. 

I can also state emphatically, since I 
reached the French port ahead of the 
Italians, that French guards did noth- 
ing whatever to provoke the assault. 
In the Fiume district the Italians are 
at least 20,000 strong, with vast re- 
serves and with probably an army 
corps+massed on the Austrian frontier 
at Abbazia. Gen. Savy’s force numbers 
only 500 French colonials of a famous 
regiment and a company of almost 
useless Annamites. 

Therefore the allegation in the Ital- 
ian papers that French guard’ opened 
the battle by firing on Italian war- 
ships would fall by its own absurdity, 
even if I Had not seen the Giovanni 
Giumani (the young Italian rowdy ele- 
ment) of Fiume open the show. 

Workmen Make Protest, 

I spent the afternoon in an effort to 
learn what measures had been agreed 
upon by the allies to check a recur- 
rence of Saturday night’s riot. I had 
received in my room a delegation of 
port workers—lItalians and Slavs—who 
wished me to convey to America their 
protest against an Italian ownership. 
They showed me their Workingman 
hands as proof of their right to speak, 
They based their demand on no race 
prejudice, but on their desire to work 
for an honest living in a city with. 
open, unrestricted industries. 

I had also read with approval the 
posted decree of Gen. Grazioli, com- 
mander-in-chief of the allied forces, for- 
bidding all public gatherings, all car- 
rying of firearms and explosives, and 
all attempts to impede the authorities 
in keeping order. The order threat- 
ened immediate arrest and trial for 
all offenders. The bazaar in the Piazza 
Dante was postponed. Still an air of 
dread hung over Fiume. Those who 
wished France well—and they are not 
in the minority—saw with misgiving 
that French patrols went their rounds 
as before, armed, to be sure, and with 
that same. disregard of great odds that 
has marked their race on many a field. 
The British officers were ordered to 
carry arms and shoot if need be. 

Roused by Shots. 
Toward eight in the evening I was 
roused from my room by scattered 
shots near the Piazza, Regina Elene. 
Hurrying up the quais toward that 
spot, I encountered an old friend who 
had just 4anded in Fiume as an Amer- 
ican Cross officer. Together we 
found the victim of the shots lying in 
his blood near the square—a French 
colonial soldier. Italian carabinieri were 
with difficulty restraining the mob of 
city rabble and Italian soldiers who 
shook their fists at the apparently dy- 
ing man and tried to spit on his wound- 
ed head. They shouted: “ Pig!” 
“Vile nation!” “ Well done!”

Allies Lift Ban Except on 


Dyes and. Gold in Oc- 
cupied Zone. 


COBLENZ, June 12.— Delayed. — 
[By the Associated Press.]—The inter- 
allied Rhineland commission today is- 
sued a notice to civilians in the occu- 
pied areas that trade would be re- 
established immediately between the 
interior of Germany and the occupied 
areas, under certain restrictions. This 
action was taken after official notifi- 
cation from Paris that the blockade 
had been lifted. . 


Under orders of the commission, im- 


portation of arms into the Rhine- 
land is forbidden. Shipments of coal 
and coke would continue under present 
regulations. 


Big Stocks of Dyes Held. 
The commission announced that it 


would prohibit, except by special per- 
mit, the removal of 20,000 tons of dye- 
stuffs and chemical products in the 
Rhineland. These goods will be guard- 
ed by allied soldiers. | 


According to the terms of the peace 


treaty the allies have sixty days after 
three of the incipal allied powers 
have ratified the treaty to decide on 
the disposition of the dyes. The con- 
ditions provide that 60 per cent of the 
20,000 tons may be purchased by the 
allies if they desire it. Ninety per cent 
of all the dyes made in Germany were 
manufactured on the left bank of the 
Rhine before the war. 


Gold Export Forbidden. 
The export of gold, silvér, and plati- 


num, in coin or bullion, and of for- 
eign securities also ig forbidden. 


As the Rhineland is held im trust as 


a mortgage for the payment of the in- 
demnity by Germany, nothing that 
might reduce the value of the mort- 
gage can be exported unless and until 
the allied powers decide otherwise.

advices. As soon as it was known 
that Mexico would be barred from 


the league of nations, the Mexican of- 
ficilals began negotiations with a view 
to securing immigrants from Germany. 
As a result, it is reported, 5,000 Ger- 
mang will be welcomed to Mexican 
shorés as soon as they can find trans- 
portation. 

Aguirre Berlanga, secretary of ag- 
riculture, is quoted as saying that Ger- 
man immigrants would be granted the 
Same guarantees and facilities given 
to other foreigners. It is believed, 
however, that furtheP inducements 
have been offered the Germans who 
desire to go te Mexico to escape the 
heavy taxes in Germany. 


Many Planning to Go. 


A cable report from Europe to Mex- 
ico City quoted in the advices said 
5,000 Germans were planning to leave 
for Mexico. It was stated officially in 
Mexico City that general immigration 
on a large scale, such as indicated in 
the cable, would bring to Mexico un- 
questionable advantages. “The Ger- 
man as a general rule is a good im- 
migrant,” says the officialgstatement, 
“as they are all hard working men, de- 
voted to industry and’ commerce, and 
to a certain extent to agriculture. 

“It is believed that this large Ger- 
man immigration would be beneficial 
in settling large areas of land at pres- 
ent abandoned through lack of men 
with enough enterprise to cultivate 
them. The Germans will be excellent 
settlers in such portions.” 


Opposes Action by U. 8. 

PARIS, July 13.—[By the Associated 
Press.}]—Intervention by the United 
States in Mexico would tend rather to 
complicate the situation than to amel- 
iorate it, according to a statement 
made today by Francisco Leon de la 
Barra, former provisional president of 
Mexico, in referring to dispatches re- 
ceived in Paris to the effect that Amer- 
ican intervention in the southern re.

NEW LOSES 
NOT GUILTY PLEA 


Grand Jury Indictment Is 
Returned; Hearing on 
for Tomorrow. 


Los Angeles, Cal. July 13.—{Spe- 
clal.J—Harry 8S. New Jr. will enter a 
plea of not guilty to the charge of mur- 
dering his sweetheart, Frieda Lesser, 
when he ‘ts arraigned before Judge 
Crail Tuesday morning. . 

The announcement was made by 
John L. Richardson, New’s attorney, 
following a sudden shift of tactics by 
the district attorney’s office, when a 
hastily convened grand jury returned 
an indictment charging New with the 
crime. 

The latest development changed the 
complexion of the case, in that it will 
eliminate the preliminary hearing orig- 
inally scheduled for tomorrow morn- 
ing before Justice Hinshaw and will 
have the effect of withholding the 
prosecution’s side until New is placed 
on trial. 

No Chance to Quiz 
“It is to be regretted t 
not allowed the opportuni 
tioning the state’s witnesses,” 
ardson said.

INCOME TAX AND 


Levy Frisks President of is 


$21,430 of Salary

Washington, D. C., July 13.—[Spe- 
‘cial.]—The experience of President 
‘Wilson with the workings of the in- 
‘eome tax law of 1918 which has sub. 
‘tracted from his salary of $75,000 the 
mot inconsiderable sum of $21,430, is 
likely to direct the presidential atten- 
‘tion to the high cost of living. 

+ The cost of living has increased at 
'the White House as well as every- 
‘where else, and, with the prospect of 


‘having to entertain official visitors. 
‘from England, France, Belgium, and 


‘possibly Italy, President Wilson will 
‘find his second encounter with the in- 
tax particularly inconvenient. 

Every state reception in the White 
House costs about $5,000. 

' The earlier acts exempted the presi- 
dent from payment of income taxes on 
‘his salary for the term in which the 
‘law was passed on the theory that 
otherwise congress would be reducing 
‘his salary contrary to the constitution- 
‘al inhibition. In the last law, how- 
ever, this theory was discarded. 

‘ For the calendar year 1919 and sub- 
‘sequent years he will be taxed at the 
rate of 4 per cent on the first $4,000

‘ TRACTION STRIKE. 

Street railway employés in their demand for a 77 
per cent increase in wages have precipitated a dis- 
pute that has not, we believe, a parallel in American 
cities. This for two reasons. 

One is that they are demanding 85 cents an hour, 

whereas, we are informed at this writing, the 
highest wage in other cities is 60 cents; and the 
other is that the adjustment of wages by the Chi- 
cago traction lines does not involve a mere nego- 
tlation between employer and employé but a public 
investigation and a settlement of all the manifold 
problems’ of traction; its relation not only to the 
employés but to the public and to the municipal 
government. 
- President Quinlan is reported as having said, in 
tehalf of the surface car men, and in the absence 
of a denial we accept the report as true, that “ We 
¢on’t know if they are able to pay us more money 
and we don’t care how or where they get the money. 
All we want is our mew wages and we are going to 
get them.” 

We believe that if there is to be industrial har- 
mony in the future it must grow out of the mutual 
regard of employé and employer for the prosperity 
of the institution which provides them a living. 
Employers can no longer be indifferent to the 
living conditions of employés but must, take an 
interest im their affairs; see to it that life is worth 
living.

We do 
not believe it is a matter of demand and strike. 
This is too violent and won’t remedy anything. 

The circumstances emphasize a need that we 
have.urged before; a board of arbitration that will 
adjust labor disputes affecting the people on a basis 
oi free and open discussion. Public service em- 


ployés owe a particular duty not to cripple the 
community. And the community owes them the 
duty of decent wages. If the employés have no 


recourse except to strike it remains for the com- 


munity to obviate that recourse by setting up a 
tribunal where free discussion obtains and where 


both sides of the controversy will be safeguarded, 
but where, most of all, the interests of the people 
will be conserved. 


There should be a thorough investigation of the 
whole subject of traction. In the absence of a board 
of arbitration the hearings should, perhaps, be 


held by the public service commission, with the

REGULATING THE PACKERS.

The present insistent demand for federal regula- 
tion of the packers is perhaps the natural result 
of the high price of meat products. Hitherto the 


demand came chiefly from farmers and live stock 
men who felt that they were not getting enough 


' for their hogs and cattle; now it is being taken 


up by many industrial communities who seem to 
think, somewhat illogically as it appears to us; that 
regulation wouid force prices down. In passing we 
might remark that it is difficult to comprehend 
how even the most drastic regulation of the pack- 
ers would assist very materially in that direction 


when hogs, for example, are se

higher. We have never heard that a conspiracy 


exists between the packers and the producers. 
The federal trade commission, w¥h its charges 


of wrongdoing, has immensely strengthened the 


hands of those who wish to place the packers 
under strict control. The central contention of 


the commission, namely, that the stockyards insti. 


tutions have become a gigantic business, 4 business 


.. Which not only approaches a monopoly but is con- 


stanitly growing larger and yndertaking new en- 
terprises, can, of course, be supported by a wealth 
of evidence. That this great and central business, 


the gontrol of th¢‘pation’s food, might be manipu-| 
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iated to the detriment of the American public is 
also easily demonstrated. . 

The trade commission, however, stresses very 
lightly the fact that this business was only made 
possible through efficient management by whieh 
not only the packers themselves benefited but 
the whole public. We assume that a greater: de- 
gree of regulation is inevitable, but the danger is 
that in the heat of the moment congress may enact 
legislation which will tend to destroy that efficiency. 
If that were done the packing business would 
suffer and Chicago would suffer, but we think the 
country would suffer more. 


BY SMILEY GLADD. 

Mr. Smiley Gladd and the rest of his tribe, in- 
cluding that most optimistic heroine of the Polly- 
anna books, sometimes become very irritating with 
their serene conviction that all is for the best in 
this best of all possible worlds. But the source of 
our irritation lies not so much in their irrepressible 
cheerfulness as in what seems to be their formula 
for happiness, namely, to minimize or ignore any- 
thing unpleasant or disagreeable. 

If in this editorial we adopt the attitude of Mr. 
Smiley Gladd and commend it to our readers it is 
not because we wish to minimize the dangers that 
are threatening society and civilization. We recog: 
nize that social and political wars are going on all 
over the world, and it would be foolish to ignore the 
disastrous possibilities of this great upheaval. 

But while these possibilities cannot be ignored, 
we ought not to overlook the great fundamental 
facts which make for stability, prosperity, and or- 
dered existence. We in this country are particu- 
larly fortunate. It is true we have had outbreaks 
that have been described as “ menacing,” but these 
have for the most part been sporadic and abortive. 
It is perhaps true that strikes are more prevalent 
than ever before, yet the summer is always the 
season of labor “unrest,” and it is only natural 
that present conditions should accentuate that 
unrest. But the great stabilizing factor is the im- 
mense production of all forms of primary wealth, 
especially foodstuffs. With the harvest we shall 
probably find that what some people regarded as 
symptoms of revolution were quite ephemeral, and 
we shall be surprised that we ever took them seri- 
ously. America, more than any other country in 
the world, is capable of providing its citizens with 
adequate food, clothing, and shelter, and this year’s 
harvest, using the word to include all forms of 
useful production, promises to furnish the great 
mass of citizens not only with the necessities but 
with the means to enjoy a high degree of comfort 
and even luxury. | 
To the pessimist we would point out how much 


worse our condition would be if the war had contin- 
‘ued a year or two longer. Millions of our men 
would now be engaged in the battlefields of Europe; 
millions of other men would be engaged in produc- 
ing shot and shell, and this great waste of energy 
and material could not fail to cause hardship and 
suffering in this country. Difficult as is the present 
situation in Europe, we can realize that another 
year would have been more disastrous than any- 
thing that is now happening; despite petty wars 
and revolutions, Europe is now free for the first 


time in five years to gather her harvests in com- 
parative peace. And with the gathering of the 
harvests we predict a notable return to sanity and 


stability. 


HOW FAR CAN MEXICO GO? 
There is a good chance the league of nations is 
going to be brought home to us pretty speedily if 
we reflect that Great Britain is not in the habit of 
permitting foreign nations to confiscate the prop- 
erty of its citizens. And we have no reason to 
doubt that this process has started in Mexico. 

By an administration promise to the other pow- 
ers we hold a sort of de facto trusteeship over 
Mexico. Other nations agreed to keep hands off if 
we would judiciously lay them on. They have kept 
off and so have we. The result, as advertised, is 
beginning to appear. 

Confiscation of oil properties in Mexico was fore- 
cast long ago. Perhaps many thought the threat 
was a bugaboo; would never be made good. So 
also a great many thought Americans would not 
be murdered. 

The killing of Americans has insouciantly con- 
tinued and the Mexicans have gained courage and 
multiplied their zeal because they have found they 
can do it without much penalty. The confiscation 
of oil properties is not a prominent departure from 
the program of insolence, but thoroughly in keep- 
ing with the trend of Carranza’s policy. 

Perhaps Carranza may be personally indisposed 
to kill Americans and confiscate property; but many 
things become expedient to the tottering sovereign; 
so where he once was high in public esteem by the 
performance of minor mischiefs it now becomes 
necessary to contrive bolder and more spectacular 
chicaneries to preserve support and entice public 
sympathy. 

The confiscation of a British oi] property is Car- 
ranza logic; devised to show the Mexicans that 
Carranza is their all powerful lord and that he has 
no fear of great foreign powers, but rather flouts 
them to the advantage of his people. 

We shall see the need of the Monroe doctrine; of 
printing it in bold letters in the covenant of the 
league of nations. But we shall see more; the 
need for maintaining that Monroe doctrine by pro- 
tecting the interests that are guaranteed by it. 
is our business as trustee under the doctrine to see 
that foreign. nations do not impress their will on 
this continent; which, they certainly, and with 
every justice, will do if we continue to let Mexico 
be the roughhouse of the hemisphere. 

Great Britain has a distinct and direct interest in 
Mexico. So have we. But if we don’t protect our 


jown interest {t doesn’t follow that Britain won't. 


Britain will. Wherefore if we delegate the power 
to establish. peace in Mexico, good night Monroe 
doctrine.

DANGER NOT OVER. 
VER since the beginning of history 
great wars have been followed by 
great epidemics. There is consid- 
erable ground for the hope that 
our country in the wake of this war will 
be an exception to the rule. Yet we 
must not overlook the fact that our 
safety has been in the extra precautions 
taken and if those precautions are let 
down we may yet get in trouble. 

Our army escaped smallpox because 
vaccination was almost universal. And 
yet there are breaks in even supposedly 
perfect systems. I have just seen an 
American soldier who has been in Eu- 
rope in the army for twenty-two months 
and yet he has never been vaccinated. 
How he escaped is an interesting story. 

These soldiers are not carrying back 
typhold or lice or fitch, because extra pre- 
cautions have been taken, and yet doubt- 
less there are instances where the system 
has broken down. For this reason and 
furthermore because so many of our peo- 
ple have relatives in the countries al- 
luded to we are interested in an appeal 
from the Austrians to the American Red 
Cross sent this spring. 

It says: “ Typhus is raging in all the 
districts of Poland, in the country of 
the Jugo-Slavs, especially in old Serbia. 
The Austrian Red Cross its receiving 
calls, especially from Poland and 
Ukraine. There is much of jt in Moravia, 
The probability is that the disease is 
prevalent in Russia and in Armenia and 
other parts of Turkey beyond Constanti- 
nople.” 

The Red Cross commissioner adds: 
“ Contamination is spread by the repatri- 
ated soldiers who are in bad condition, 
weakened by hunger and privations, 
who have neither clothes nor linen, and 
are generally covered with lice and who, 
therefore, become the victims of infec- 
tion. In this way the illness almost un- 
known in Austria is brought into central 
and western Europe, where it finds great 
populations none of whom have ever had 
the disease and all of whom are suscepti- 
ble to it therefore.” 

The danger for Europe is not alone 
actual but increasing because without a 
uniform method of sanitation on a large 
scale of the aforesaid territories the cen- 
ters of contagion will never be destroyed 
nor the epidemic exterminated. Europe 
must not only ward off a constant menac- 
ing plague, but it also has a mission of 
civilization to perform. Contending with 
typhus is a question of civilization. Al- 
most in the heart of Burope a great part 
of the inhabitants live in conditions un- 
worthy of civilization, a degree of cul- 
ture that knows neither soap nor linen. 
It is a great danger for the western 
countries, so that not only human 
solidarity but also the certainty of con- 
tagion necessitates common action of as- 
sistance from ai! the European countries. 

In Bast Galicia the people are infected 
by typhus and smallpox. In the former 
fighting zones the people live in under- 
ground excavations without linen, with 
scanty clothing and totally insufficient 
food. There is a great need of such 
primitive hygienic commodities as soap

REPLY. 

1. In most states none. Patients that 
have been legally committed to private in- 
stitutions are wards of the court and the 
court can keep some supervision. 

2. For no time. An adult who wished to 
do so could get instant release by court 
proceedings.

GRANULATED EYELIDS. 

H. G. H. writes: “Are granulated 
eyelids curable? I have been bathing 
my eyes in salt water every morning. 
Do you think this is beneficial? Are 
glasses of any benefit for the eyes in 
this case?” 
REPLY. 

Depends on the kind of granulated eyelids. 
Some cases are due to eyestrain. Wearing 
proper glasses cures these cases. Some are 
due to trachoma, a contagious disease and 
one that is more serious. You should have 
your eyes examined for trachoma and for 
errors in refraction. Washing with salt wa- 
ter will do no harm and not much good. 

BUNION,. 

A. W. writes: “1. Is iodine gaod to 
take inflammation out of a bunion, or 
what can I use? The joint is quite en- 
larged. I have been wearing a bandage. 
Is this harmful? 

“2. Is Portland a good place for dry 
ecatarrh?” 

REPLY. 

1. Iodine is as good as any drug you can 
use for that purpose. Do not use it strong 
enough or often enough to irritate the skin. 
No drugs are of any great service. There is 
no harm in wearing a bandage. To get relief 
the sore joint must be protected from pres- 
sure. Wear broad shoes and bunion plasters 
for protection. Mild cases can be cured by 
separating the toes so that they lie parallel. 
More severe cases require operation to bring 
together the spaced distorted bones of the ball 
of the foot.

Why should I be charged an 
enormous price for having an entry 
looked up that should be found in two 
minutes? What can I do? A. J. B. 

From the letter it appears that B claims he 
was naturalized, or at least received some 
sort of a naturalization paper, many years 
ago in the old courthouse, but no record of 
the alleged naturalization can be found, and 
inasmuch as he has lost the paper given to 
him at that time he had no evidence of his 
alleged citizenship.

At French Depot. 

With my friend I started for the 
French depot, foreseeing that the guard 
at that point would be the likeliest hext 
victim. Sure enough, beside me, was 
moving an angry knot of “ youthful 
heroes”’ very bellicose, under an es- 
cort of six Italian soldiers. As they 
advanced the soldiers loaded and 
cocked their rifies. The street here 
follows the quay, with Italian warships 
moored at the breakwater on the right, 
the French depot yards on the left, 
fronted by some apartment blocks. 
The easiest entrance to those yards is 
-straight ahead at the end of the quay. 
Near that entrance I made out clearly 


“against the vivid light of late after- 


noon one Annamite or Brench Chinese 
sentry, one other Annamite unarmed 
and two unarmed French colonials. The 
sentry, of course, had his rifle. 

On the warships Emmanuele Fill- 
berto and.

Suddenly one young man rose from 
the sand pile and fired his revolver at 
the sentry. Now the only shot which 
I saw or heard from the French side 
throughout the massacre struck the 
quay, a few feet away. Immediately 
an Italian army officer stepped for- 
ward and fired on the sentry, where- 
upon the Italian soldiers did likewise, 
crouching along the cobbles and on 
their bellies. Other soldiers came 
rushing up and opened fire. 

“They will escape by the river! Cut 
them off! There’s more of them in the 
yards!” shouted the Italian soldiers. 

I followed the .crowd down a side 
street toward the canal of Fiumara. 
If the bridge over that stream were 
once commanded, the guards would be 
cooped in the yards between the sea, 
the canal and the mhob. There was

Panic Among Italians. 
My friend and I at last started for- 
ward to the occupation of the bridge, 
but an unaccountable panic seized the 
Italians, and we found ourselves de- 
serted by All the storming party at an 
exposed point. We made our way 
back by darting from door to door. 
The second advance, however, was 
steady. 
“Avanti, Savoia!’ screamed a per- 
spiring young naval officer as his com- 
mand swung out toward the sea at 
that war cry of their kingdom. 
At this point I noticed charging be- 
side us Alpini, Arditi and troops who 
were evidently for the line with the 
numerals “5” and “ 8.” 
Some fell on their stomachs behind 
refuges and tried to pick off the two 
French sentries who were across the 
bridge, but the main force crossed the 
bridge and forbade the civilians to 
cross with them. Soon they returned 
to assault the main stronghold in the 
rear, the French barracks. I did not 
see the two sentfies killed acroés the 
bridge and am not sure they were. 


Storming of Shed. 


I was at the storming of the long 
shed in the midst of the yards where 
the most shameful scenes were enacted 
and, perhaps there the blackest page 
in Italian history was written. A high 
wire partition with a stone wall be- 
neath with a gate at the sea end shut 
off this building from the street. In 
the street behind the stone wall the 
Italians crouched, keeping up inces- 
sant fire, but as it soon became ob- 
vious to my friend and I that this fire 
was not being returned, we stood up 
behind the Italians to have a full view 
of the house. 

‘The thing that I expected, but dread- 
ed to see, happened at last. Inside 
that heuse was huddled a little de-

Butchery of Helpless.
